Cheriffa, the tall demi-blonde wife of 
Hadj Le Mahofode Cheriff, head of the Arabi- 
an section ofthe troupe, is the only one be- 
sides Rose whocan speak English. She isa 
Turkish girl, born in Oonstantinople; but 
though her mother wasa daughter of the 
Orient, her father was a strolling son of the 
Emerald Isle. Cheriffa has nut Drown hair 
and eyes of Milesian blue. She handles the 
Queen's English with a Dublin flavor. she 
expiains her knowledge of the language 
through her education in the Chris- 
tian mission schools at Constanti- 
nople. Cheriffa made a good point 
on the American peopie in discussing 
the much-abused dances of her 
country. At home we see nothing immoral 
or suggestive in our dances,“ she said. 
They are the customs of our people. The 
reason they have taken such a peculiar form 
is because of their origin. In the East the 
people danced outdoors on the ground. In 
the sandy soll ofa desert country it was im- 
possible to glide with the feet as the ground 
shifted beneath them, As the feet could not 
move the body motions were introduced. 
Another cause is that the girls of the East 
have to goto draw water from the wells; 
coming Bac« with the filled jar on their head 
they learned to perform bodily terpischorean 
evolations. When that is properly 
understood the suggestion of lasciviousness 
American see in them falls to the ground. 
And as for you Americans, what right 


have you to object to our dances as immoral? 
I won’t speak of your round dancing in 
private houses, but your public dancing. Is 
it moral? Are the motions of your alt- 
clothed ballet girls and serpentine dancers 
unsuggestive? If your ballet girls were to 
come to Turkey and kick their heels over 
their heads at the audience they would be 
hooted down.“ . 
The other girls of the troupe when asked 
about last night’s audience shook their 
heads and said ‘*‘Non Anglais.’’ When the 
question was translated tothem they laughed 
and made a motion as though putting a wine 
glass to their lips. That was the explana- 
tion and excuse they gave for last night’s 
audience. Three of the girls, Thyrza, 
Miriam and Amena, are Christian, Miriam 
being a Syrian Catholic.

40. Everybody envied Mr. Uharles Erskine 
his wife, 

WELL KNOWN IN ST. Louis. 


The Erskines were even Detter known in 
St. Louis than in Higginsville. They had 
lived here longer. When Green Erskine was 
alive Charles Erskine managed the Caronde- 


let Gas Works, of which Green Erskine was 
a large stockholder. Chas. Erskine’s house 
was in the South End. Mrs. Erskine was a 
daughter of Dr. Belt at Independence. 
Morton Belt Kkepta store at Dover. 
family was prominent and wealthy. Chas. 
Erskine inherited a partor the Green Erskine 
estate. His brothers, Clyde and Frank, who 
live out on West Bell place, stayed in 
town. He went out to Higginsville to de- 
come acoal baron, He retained interests 
here. He owned one-third of the property 
at the northeast corner of Seventh and 
Pine streets, which is leased for ninety-nine 
years at a yearly rental of $20.000. Mark Belt 
is a good man to manage the mine. Mr. 
Erskine did the outside busipess, Through 
Judge Porteous he secured a jndg- 
ment of $30,000 against the Missouri Rati- 
way for freight discrimination. He opened 
offices in Kansas City. He was there a great 
deal. There, itissaid, Mrs. Erskine meta 
Gashing young traveler for a St. Louis 
syrup company. He was a young man ap- 
parently not over 20, but his manners had 
the agg Sg experience in the world of 
society. had the vivacity and taking 
manner ofa traveling man, yet his demeanor 
was so dignified that he worked his way into 
the exclusive circles in which Mrs. Erskine 
moved. Mrs. Erskine was a grandmother 
when she met Charles J. Williams, and had 
two married daughters, one the wifeofa 
Judge of the Kansas City Circuit Court. Mr. 
Williams’ ways were sweet and sort 
like the commodity he handed. Whatever 
his feelings were at the time towards the 
woman who is now his wife, he carefully con- 
cealed any outward showof an attachment 
that would have caused his ostracism from 
the circle in which they both moved. When 
he departed he left a pleasant memory 
among his new found friends. 
PERSUADED HER TO MARRY. 

Mrs. Erskine ran up to St. Louis occasion- 
ally from Higginsville on business. She 
met Willlams on these occasions, and 


one day he avowed to her a _ “feeling 
that was a surprise considering their 
disparity in years. She remonstrated with 
him and showed him that though it was not 
altogether unusual for May to wed December, 
a reversal of the conditions as to sex would 
be not only strange, but a cause perhaps 
of annoyance and trouble.

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A DEMOCRATIC VICTORY. 

The action of a majority of the Demo- 
cratic members of the Ways and Means 
Committee yesterday is the best guarantee 
the country has yet had from Congress 
that the Democratic pledge of tariff reform 
will be kept.

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WHERE THE WEALTH dos. 

The Cordage Trust is to be ‘‘reorgan- 
iged’’ with assets worth $12,000,000 to g17, - 
000,000, represented by stocks and bonds 
purporting to be-worth $34,000,000. 

The old concern was capitalized at 625, 
000,000, but having gone through bank 
ruptey and been happily reorganized, 
that modest sum does not suffice. A cool 
$9,000 ,000 is created by fiat and the con- 
sumers of cordage will have to pay it 
through monopoly profits. 

The overcapitalization of corporations 
of this kind measures the value of the 
privileges they enjoy. Sooner or later the 
stockholders of such concerns who are not 
mere bandits expect the securities to pay 
good dividends. In this case of the Cord- 
age Trust 6 per cent is anticipated on 
$34,000,000, which is equivalent to at least 
12 percent on the amount actually in- 
vested, and probably it would be nearer 
18 percent. The current rate is 5 or 6, but 
the monopoly privileges possessed by this 
company are worth 6 to 12 per cent more. 

Facts like these throw a flood of light on 
the question of the millionaire and pauper. 
Claims upon the resources and earnings of 
the people are thus established [by a mere 
trick of legal legerdemain without any 
equivalent being given. And in most 
cases the claims are paid, for in spite of 
bsnkruptcies the captalization is seldom 
scaled down. On thecontrary with reor- 
ganization the capitalization is usually 
increased, and if dividends are not im- 
mediately paid they will be when the 
country grows up to the demands. It is 
by processes like the growth of these cor- 
porations with all the incidents of stock 
watering and wrecking that the wealth of 
the country is passing from the hands of 
the earners to the coffers of the accumula- 
tors.

An ef- 
fort was made by the Republicans of Lycom- 
ing County to have the convention held at 
Williamsport, but Harrisburg won by a vote 
of 64 to 43. 

The convention was called together at 
12°20 o’clock by ex-Senator Packer of Tioga, 
Permanent Chairman. The roll-call showed 
a full attendance of delegates. All the om - 
cers and the committees appointed at the 
last convention were retained, except Ser- 
geant-at-Arms Howard H. Hartranft of Har - 
risburg, having been substituted for Maj. 
John B. Lockhart of Philadelphia. 

In stating the object of the call of the con- 
vention Chairman Packer eulogized the 
memory of the late Gen. Lilly. Mr, Packer 
said the convention ought to congratulate 
State Chairman Gilkeson on the able manner 
in which he conducted the last campaign, 
which resulted in 184,000 majority for the Re- 
publican ticket. 

The speaker blamed the present depressed 
condition of the country on the National 
Democratic Administration. He criticised 
its Hawatian policy and declared the Wilson 
tariff Dill was un-American.

Real Estate Agent James W. Bandel 
Placed Under Arrest. 


ACCUSED OF EMBEZZLING $800 FROM HIS 
FORMER EMPLOYER. 


William J. Lees, the Druggist of 2201 
Market Street, Alleges That Bande!

‘CLOSE IN THE PENITENTIARY. 


For Years the Authorities Have Been on 
the Elequent but Crooked Clergy- 
man’s Trail—His Record in Exngiend 
and in the South—How ™ Identity 
Was Obscured. 


Jackson, Tenn., Jan. 
Burgoyne Howard, who has been on trial for 
the past month, in the Féderal Court, on the 
charge of using the United states malle for 
the purpose of carrying on a fraudulent 
claim office, was to-day found guilty by 
the jury. 

The verdict of guilty was rendered on each 
of the 70 counts set forth in the indictments. 
Counsel for defendant made a motion at once 
fora new trial and arrest of judgment, which 
will be heard this afternoon and no 
doubt overruled. Defendant was remanded 
to the custody of the marshal. The Oourt 
will pass sentence this evening. The case 
will be carried tothe Supreme Court of the 
United States. It is thought the defendant 
will be unable to give bond and will go 
to prison. The result was not a surprise to 
the public. The defendant and his wife re- 
ceived the news coolly and it did not seem to 
take them by surprise in the least. When 
court adjourned and the Marshal toox 
charge of the defendant the parting between 
him and his wife was pathetic. 

The authorities have been on his track 
for two years, and they proved that he 
has been operating ia the fraudulent foreign 
claims business under the names of ‘St. 
Leger. A. Goodfellow,’’ r. How- 
ard. **William Lord Moore, and 
6. E. B. Howard. and did 
business in New York, London and Jackson, 
Ill, Reported victims who had paid fees for 
worthiess claims across the Atlantic, kicked 
vigorously when their *‘British possessions’’ 
were not forthcoming, and especially when 
the victim broke off the correspondente, and 
a lively correspondence sprang up between 
Secretary Greshamand Premier Gladstone. 
Secretary Hoke Smith’s attention was also 
directed to the matter, and Federal officers 
were put to work to run the man down. 

Inspector Little ordered Dr. Howard’s ar- 
rest from this city. Immediately after re- 
ceiving news of the urrest the Inspector, 
accompanied by Capt. E. D. Collier, Unitea 
States Deputy Marshal, searched Howard’s 
office and his home and seized nearly a 
bushel of private papers. 

Howard returned from Europe last winter, 
where he claimed to have been elected by an 
English syndicate as President jof the pro- 
posed Gulf & ship Island Railroad, extend- 
ing southward from Jackson, with its south- 
ern terminus at Ship Island. The scheme 
has been most valuable to him in his collect- 
ing business, ashe used the printed station- 


ery of the proposed road bearing his name as 
President. Local officials and citizens have 
received hundreds of irquiries concerning 
him from reported victims. 

Howard is an Englishman anda doctor of 
yg a minister of the Baptist Church 

andalawyer. de became widely known in 
1889 ih his suit for $50,000 against two news- 
222 and leading members ot the First 

aptist Church of this eity, who had pub- 
Ushedan article ventilating his record and 
accusing him of bearing a false name. The 
jury awarded him 1 cent damages. 

Howard was called tothe pastorate of the 
First Baptist Church of Jackson in 1882. He 
was brillant and eloquent in the pulpit and 
soon won the complete confidence and re- 
spect ot his congregation and of the citizens 
generally, subsequently marrying in one of 
the best families in the city. 

In 1884 some dissatisfaction arose in the 
church, which finally resulted in tue with- 
drawal of the pastor anda large part of the 
congregation and the founding of tnejCentral 
Baptist Church under his charge. He also 
became editor of the denominational ‘publi. 
cation, the True Baptist, and in its columns 
severely castigate the leaders of the other 

acti 

Stirred up by this bis enemies began look- 
ing up his record. It was charged tnat he 
had consorted with negroes in South Caro 
lina, where he had figured as a local politi- 
clan. It was also charged that he had made 
away with funds entrusted to him and fied 
with another man’s wife. It was alsocharged 
that he hadtravele under several aliases, 
among them Howlett and Hewlet; that he 
had falsely stated that he had been on board 
the Tigris inthe Arctic expedition after the 
Polaris, and that he did not go to Europe in 
1888 on the steamer Erin, ashe had claimed. 
It was further charged that Howard 
enlisted in the United States Navy in 1878 and 
deserted a few months after, according to 
one statement, Killing a man to effect his 
escape; that in 1875 he was appointed 
a Trial Justice by Gov. Chamberlain 
of South Carolina, but in 1874 he was charged 
with malfeasance, and, though the charge 
was not pressed, Howard resigned and le 8 
the plac leaving many unpaid bills. 

On thé witness stand, in his own behalf, 
Howard told a remarkable story of adven- 
ture, in the course of which he said he 
landed in New York in the s ring of 1878, 
end at a sailors’ boarding-house there 
met one Frederick Howlett. They both de- 
cided to go on the Tigris polar expedition 
and to exchange namés asa precaution to 
cases of desertion. Howard passed the ex- 
amination, but Howlett failed and did not go. 

The most interesting phase of the trial has 
been the question of the defendant’s identity 
—not merely whether he was Moore, Leger 
or Ross, the men who conducted the fraudu- 
lent claim agencies in London aad New York, 
but whether or not he Is, as hejclaims to be, 
George erick Burgoyne Howard, or 
Frederick Attryde Howlett. 

In his famous suit for $50,000 damages, t ried 
here in 1888, the leading question at issue 
hinged on his identity, as to whether his 
name was George Frederic Burgoyne Howard 
or Frederick Attryde Howlett. To settle this 

uestion weeks were spent in London secur- 
ing Gepositions by both sides, marria re- 
cords and birth records were searched and 
evidence introduced from far Calcutta. The 
defense proved by witnesses that Fred How- 
lett bad been born about the same time that 
that insurance policies and other records 
showed that Fred Howard was born, and 
that the parents of both had been married 
about the sametime, had the same number 
ofchildren, the mothers of both Freds 
were dead, "poth boys had lived in Edmon- 
ton, both had gone to sea in early life, and 
both had turnea up in America. 

Howard had also told ofa voyage to the 
Arctic regions in search of the Polaris and 
the re softhe United States steamer 
Tigris showed that Fred Howlett’s name 
appeared on the listofthe midshipmen who 
went on that ex ition. Howard denied 
everything connecting him with Fred How- 
lett aad 4 de positions to that
